PARIS. — The latest Soviet pledge 
of military assistance to Egypt 
prudently makes fewer commitments 
to the Cairo Government than pre- 
vious agreements with Moscow's 
East European allies, “Le Monde’s” 
Communist affairs expert, Michel 
Tatu, says in an article published 

over the week-end. 

“While giving Soviet-Egyptian 
cooperation a more solemn tone, 
the treaty which Soviet President 
Nikolai Podgorny hag just signed in 
Cairo {s remarkably cautious about 
undertakings which the Soviet 
Union might make in the event of 
a new outbreak of hostilities on the 
Suez Canal.” 

Tatu says that whereas the So- 
viet Union had promised .“every 
form of assistance, Including mili- 
tary ald" in its treaties with Fin- 
land and Rumania, Egypt is offer- 
ed only “military cooperation.” The 
only concrete reference to this type 
of aid in the Cairo document speaks 
of the “training of United Arab 
Republic military personnel” and of 
providing the “capability of using 
arms and equipment which have 
been delivered.” 

Tatu described this clause as 8 
curiously elliptical manner of speak- 
ing of the Soviet military presence 
in Egypt. Moreover, the treaty 
made no allusion to “mutual assis- 
tance,” which figures in agreements 
between Moscow and other Commu- 
nist regimes. 

The Cairo pact, the commentator 
says, read in parts almost like a 
carbon copy of the Franco-Soviet 
protocol signed by President Pom- 
Ppidou in Moscow last year. With 
Paris, Moscow promised to ‘“con- 
cert” its policy on eliminating 
threats to peace; with Cairo it un- 
dertakes to “coordinate” policy. 

Ominously, Tatu drew a compari-

Inflationary signs are major 
setback to economic advances

first four months of 2971 put in 
danger all the economic successes 
achieved in 1970, Mr. David Horo- 
witz, Governor of the Bank of Is- 
rael, stated yesterday.

Shemtov: Haifa air is 
‘filthy but not dangerous’ 


Jerusaiem Post Knesset Reporter 


The air in the Haifa area is 
filthy — but not yet dangerous. 
This came out in the Knesset yes- 
terday hen Health Minister Victor 
‘Shemtov found himself having to 
enswer ἃ ef queations 
about pollution in Haifa and the 
surrounding Bay area. 

According to Ministry readings 
in the area, Mr. Shemtov said, 
the air was found to contain sul- 
phur dioxide, hydrogen sulphide, 
quantities of dust and 8 fair 
amount of soot. “But af no time 
heve these elements been found in 
concentrations above the standards 
set for residential areas,” he said. 

Answering a question by Mr, Yo- 
sef Tamir (Gahal), the Minister 
said that the solution to the prob- 
lem of pollution in Israel, and spe- 

in Halfa, will be found 
when the local authorities decide 
to carry out their duty and enforce 
the by-laws which have been creat- 
ed to protect the environment. 

Mr. Shemtov told Mrs. Shoshana 
Arbell (Alignment) that his Min- 
istry would invest over IL30m. this 
year in modern sewage purification 
equipment. He said another IL250m. 
would be spent on purification 
equipment over the next four yeara, 

The Minister agreed with Mrs. 
Arbell that the coast off Tel Aviv 
contained more sewage than it 
should and said that only modern 
sewage purification methods could 
solve the problem. Several beaches 
(Allenby, Trumpeldor and Tel Ba- 
ruch) had to be closed to the pub- 
lic after Ministry of Health tests 
indicated that the sea in those 
areas contained more than one per 
cent sewage. The beaches were re- 
opened when the Municipality chlo- 
rinated the polluted areas, 


The Minister told Mr. Shalom 
Cohen (Ha'olam Hazeh) that birth 
eontrol pills can only be obtained 
with ἃ doctor's prescription. Mr. 
‘Cohen had asked whether a phar- 
ayacist in Eilat had not overstep- 
ped his authority, when he pub-

Magistrate blasts Municipality 


in fatal shoe 


TEL AVIV. — The Tel Aviv Muni- 


cipality came in for severe criticism ed, 


in the Magistrate’s Court yesterday 
as Judge Yaacov Segal fined the 
operators of a shoe factory after 
convicting them of non-criminal 
negiigence in the deaths of two 
persons in a fire that swept their 
plant. 

The incident occurred on March 
23, 1969, at 12 Rehov Yefet, in Jaffa. 
Emil Sabag, a worker, and Daniel 
Ohana, a visitor, lost their lives in 
the blaze. 

Assistant District Attorney Uri 
‘Wagman charged in court that fac- 
tory owners Shlomo Ben-Yair and 
Albert Abu-Kasem had not been 
prepared for the possibility of a 
conflagration In their plant despite 
the fact thet it contained inflam- 
mable materials. He also charged: 
the sprinkler system was out of 
order; the employees had not been 
trained in evacuation procedures; 
the owners did not know how to 
operate the sprinkler system man- 
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factory blaze 


ually; and the telephone was lock- 
it impossible for 
the workers in the factory to sum- 
mon the Fire Brigade. Finally, Mr. 
‘Wagman charged, Ben-Yair and 
Abu-Kasem did not have a permit 
to operate their factory. 

In his judgement, Magistrate Se- 
gal noted that the Fire Department 
had never really formulated safety 
standards and his asto- 
nishment at this serious omission 
on its part. He also scored the De- 
partment for not supervising the 
plant. 

As for the permit to operate the 
business, the’ te said that 
until the time of the fire, the Tel

Nevertheless, Magistrate Segal 
said the operators were responsible 
for failing to instal sufficient fire 
precautions at their factory.
